It would require 
about twelve trains of about 
thity cars each to furnish the 
load to the B. F. Jones.

After sev- 
eral efforts the strikers succeeded in 
getting an interview with the em- 
ployer who would make no promises 
or treaties, being prepared to close 
the mills for the winter. The employes 
have decided not to press their de- 
mands for increase and are willing to 
return to work at once, if the employ- 


er will promise not to dismiss- any 
without first showing cause.

Buckingham today. An attempt was 
made to conciliate the strikers, or to 
induce them to accept the terms of 
the MacLarens but on this the union 
men are thoroughly determined. They 
will have none of conciliation except 
on their own terms. For higher wages 
they came out and higher wages they 
will have or leave their old homes.

RETAINING WALL. 


For a number of weeks work has 
been in progress on tne retaining wail 
at McKay avenue schooi. Ths work 
which is being done dy Messrs. Pheas- 
ey and Batson is almost completed, the 
only part to be completed now being 
the coping which wiil be put on by 
the end of this week.

TO BEING INTERROGATED. 


Considers the Commission an Inqui- 
sition for Looking Into His 
Doings. 
Toronto, Oct. 12.—How George W. 


Fowler, M. P., and other men, with 
Bennett, obtained possession of valu- 
able lands in the northwest formed im- 
portaht features of evidence before the 
insurance commission this morning. 
Dr. Oronhyatekha was again called, 
and allowed aseat in iront oi the com- 
missioners for his testimony. Shepley 
said it had been testilied by Hon. Mr. 
Foster that one hundred shaze3 of the 
Great West Land Company’s — stock 
were: invested in the witness’ name. 
However, the doctor repl.ei that such 
a statement was erroneous. McGijli- 


| vPay “had asked him to attend a meet- 


ing of the company, but the doctor 
stated that he had said he could not 
It was 
then he had been toid that he was a 
sharehojder. He had neve> attended 
the meeting. 

Shepley then asked about two pay- 
ments received by Cronhyatexha in 
respect of certain northwest lands, 
these ‘payments being $1,250 and $2,- 
000’ wéspectively. He had not tean in- 
formed of such receipts until he had 
returned from abroad in April, 1904, 
when Dr. Montazu intimated that 
such payments had been mace from 
the Montagu syndicate. The witness 
said he geve instructions that this 
amount go to the Fecresters’ home. 
That year they had not thought it ad- 
visable to draw any money from the 
order for the home, but there were 
private sums sent. He had never in 
quired into the $1,250 from the Union 
Trust Company. ‘I was assured by 
Montagu that these moneys were pro- 
| fits from my share in the Montagu 
land deal,’’ said Dr. Oronhyatekha. 

The doctor desired to make a state- 
ment refuting the allegation thatt te 
was én exceedingly wealthy man. ~He 
had, he said, spent $100,000 in improye- 
ments. to Foresters’ Island. Lest 
year he had ceedei the whole proper- 
ty over to give the menagement abso- 
lute isolation for the children. He 
had a house on the island, as had aiso 
his son and daughter. After their 
deaths the whole property te2ame abgo- 
lutely the property of the LO.F. 


“My income today is just my sal- 
ary,’ said the doctor. ‘Everything 


Ouiside of that goes to the home.’’ He 
also said he had, perhaps, $2,000 worth 
of property in Toronto and his farm on 
the Indian Reservation, but the latter 
could not be sold.
